SCHOOLS LACK 
$4,000,000 FOR 
DECEMBER BILLS 


May Go Unpaid Unless 
Council Acts. 


An itemized statement of the public 
school finances for the educational 
department made public by President 
H. Waliace Caldwell yesterday showed 
that, unless sufficient funds are re- 
leased by the city council, bills and 
pay rolls amounting to approximately 
$4,000,000 for the month of December 
will remain unpaid. 

The statement, prepared by Auditor 
H. H. Brackett, includes various pay 
rolls falling due between Dec. 12 and 
Jan. 1. and anticipated and accumu- 
lated bills for that period. It follows:

Of the $9,600,000 in tax revenue 
which County Treasurer George 
Harding is to turn over to the board 
of education by the end of this month, 
$8,000,000 has already been received, 
President Caldwell stated. Of the re- 
maining $1,000,000, only $306,000 may 
be used for educational purposes. The 
bills tabulated above include those 
that ‘have accumulated since last 
month, when payment -of all bills was 
suspended pending the settlement of 
the financial problem. 

Mr. Caldwell stated yesterday that 
he expected a decision today from Mr. 
Harding on the advisability of re- 
ducing the estimate for loss and cost 


10 per cent. Such a reduction, he 
said, would permit City Comptroller 
George K. Schmidt to authorize the

The special train lay in readi- 
ness behind the small brick station 
on the docks, with 25 yards of red 
carpet running down from the station 
to the dock steps. 

One hundred royal Italian marines 

and 100 air force Men were drawn up 
in double rows, With fixed bayonets. 
Two Italian submarine chasers 
steamed out beyond the fortified har- 
bor as the cruiser Enterprise ep- 
proached up the Otranto canal. 
With Consul General Huckin of 
Naples, the commander of the port, 
and the mayor of Brindisi waiting in 
morning clothes in the station, one sub 
chaser returned about noon, bearing 
the prince’s baggage.

| table. It would attract, we venture, those fam!- 
lies who now seek recreation along the country 
road with a basket of sandwiches and a thermos 
bottle. It would open up the country for citl- 
zens to whom Volstead rowdies have made the 
countryside obnoxious. 

Mr. Carbary is not authorized to establish new 
roadhouses in place of those he might destroy, 
but we suggest that he is creating the oppor- 
tunity for persons of discrimination to make some 
money and contribute pleasantly to the civiliza- 
tion of the community, 


ONE TRANSPORTATION. 
Railroads now are railroads to the average rail- 
road man, not a part of a transportation system, 


“and when executives, workers, and Americans in 


general outgrow this particularistic habit of mind 
toward transportation a new age of “getting there” 


will appear. As labor slowly moves from craft or- 


ganization to industrial organization, as manufac- 
turing and production move from horizontal or- 
ganization to vertical organization, so transporta- 
tion no doubt will slowly be reorganized around 
the transportation problem instead of the trans- 
portation agency. A shift in basis from the in- 
strument to the-function of transportation will 
bring important changes. 

The shift already is apparent in America, and 
recent air-rail schedules of travel worked out by 
several railroad lines give it emphasis. Rail and 
water lines, permitted in Canada, have more than 
justified themselves. Rail and automobile lines, 
railroads and canals, railroads and public high- 
Ways all have an intimate relationship to each 
other that could be expressed better and more ef- 
ficiently by interorganigation than by the bitter 
competition of the present day. Today the rail- 
road man regards canals, buses, trucks, high- 
ways, steamship lines, as more than likely his 
dangerous competitors. Tomorrow, if he pro- 
gresses, he will use them in his system, and his 
sympathy and enthusiasm will not be concen- 
trated on the railroad way to get things there, but 
on the best way by any agency that suits the 
need. Though he is limited today, of course, here 
by law, there by financial restriction or other ob- 
struction, from organizing the problem as a whole, 
he will make much progress toward a larger, func- 
tional organization of transportation when he 
changes his habit of mind. The railroad man him- 
self, in most cases, is the first obstruction on the 
way to modern transportation. 


Modern transportation, as it should be rather 
more than as it is, will take a leading part in the

to operate as gambling or bootlegging joints, 
there may be established pleasant, respectably 
managed places for civilized entertainment. 

In the outskiris of London and Paris there are 
ang, number of picturesque resorts with surround- 
inge of water or woods, where facilities for exhila- 
rating and restful outings are offered. It is not 
nesessary to ofganize a party or a bender of wild 
licentiates to enjoy a dinner and evening around 
the fire or & stroll over the countryside at these 
seadhouses. An evening in the country there 
does not imply a game of horses on the roadhouse 
bar, the excitement of being held up while play- 
ing at roulette, a maudlin dance to the tune of 
a nickel piano or of a gin crazed orchestra, shoot- 
ing the wad in a quarter machine, passing out on 
the @Gance floor, or driving crazily from one spot 
in the county to another, That, however, is the 
composite impression of the Chicagoland road- 
‘houses and it is not too turid. Offhand we can 


roadhouse proprietors in his jurisdiction out of 


changes in our ways of living of the next few 
decades. The airplane will bring abeut a greater 
distribution of our residence.

The United States, with its distance and diver- 
sity, its regions and its highly mobile population, 
is more in need of an organized transportation 
system than are less varied lands. No people 
move 8o much and so fast as do Americans. No 
people need so much a varied and flexible system 
of transportation. The railroads have unified the 
land, a transportation system will unify the people 
and their works and living. 


MORE SMALL PARKS. 
Small parks in Chicago have increased their 
service to the public year by year and little 
doubt remains in the mind of the average Chi- 
cagoan that the small park plans should be pro- 
moted further. Though the great parks and the 
show places of the city are of high importance, 
the small parks and the neighborhood green places 
are nearer to the people and their daily needs.

THE SMALL COLLEGE FIGHTS FOR LIFE. 
(St. Paul Dispatch. } 

Trouble afiicts increasing numbers of small col- 
sxeges in America. Mutterings of a student strike 
have disturbed the campus calm at Eureka college 
in Illinois because the trustees refused to accept 
resignation of the institution’s president. The execu- 
tive’s offense was an effort to economize on college 
expenditures by dispensing w'th the services of 
, popular members of the teaching staff. 
| "fhe most harassing difficulties confronting minor 
colleges are financial. Often they lead to the same 
dilemma which has developed at Eureka. Maintain- 
ing faculties makes up a large part of the expensa. 
Economy means reducing teaching forces. But 
since the collége’s bid for support depends consider. 
ably upon the strength of the faculty, this cannot 
be done without harm to the institution. Colleges 
cannot long exist if they fail to attract students. 


Only in part, however, are the colleges themselves 
responsibie for what is happemng to them. Their 
history reflects economic changes over which they 
have no control. The day of mergers and consoli- 
dations, long a dominant note in the field of business, 
bas dawned in the educational world. Small uni*s 
are being combined into larger units, with greate> 
eMficiency and improved service as the goal. 


Sull many small colleges persist, just as many 
emall business institutions live and thrive beside 
big business. They have their advantages, their 
special charms, their appeal to increasing numbers 
of students who are averse to mass production as 
an educational enterprise. Many no doubt wil] find 
Ways and means to compete successfully agains’ 
the big universities. But reducing the effectiveness

of faculties appears a doubtful expedient to take,

SPACE DORMITORY BEDS 
TO AVOID COLDS. | 

w4 HE most effective method of pre- 

venting colds and other infections 

| in a boarding school dormitory, 

hospital ward, or barracks is to 

Space the beds. This is the opinion of 
Dr. 8S. F. Dudley, who has studied the 
subject for years. He began by notic- 
ing that in an epidemic of diphtheria 
which ran through a boys’ school the 
boarding pupils were attacked and’ the 
day pupils escaped. This started him 
to studying the arrangements of beds in’ 
a dormitory. 

The best plan ts to supply every stu- 
dent with a separate room. If there 
are not rooms enough, the freshmen 
should have the rooms and the seniors 
should use the dormitories. Leland 
Stanford university and probably all 
other schools divide their sleeping space 
on exactly the opposite plan. Dr. Dud- 
ley’s reason for the advice is the fact 
that most of the disease in a school is 
brought in by freshmen. Seniors are 
hardier, are more immune to disease. 
They spread less disease and catch less. 

If there must be barracks or dormi- 
tory rooms, the fewer occupants per 
room the better. He compared diph- 
theria in two dormitories, in one of 
which were 126 beds; the other, 24. 
There was some diphtheria among the 
boys in the 126 bed dormitory. All. of 
it was among boys who slept at one 
end of the room, The boys in the 24 
bed dormitory escaped. @n this dormi- 
tory the beds were grouped in 8 groups 
of three beds each. The space between 
each group of beds was nine feet. This 
arrangement, he thought, had some ad- 
vantages, especially if each group of 
three was composed of boys of about 
the same age. 

The space between beds should never 
be less than two and a half feet, and 
four feet is far better than two and a 
walf. There is some gain from alter- 
nating the heads and feet of the beds. 
Say, number one with head to the east, 
number two with head to the _ west. 
Screens and other forms of partition- 
ing between beds lessen the likelihood 
of spread of disease. A screen which 
‘extends, say, two feet. from the head 
end of the bed is a simple.and easily 
adjusted device. |
